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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claim has been allowed primarily for the step of controlling which comprises filling 
vias and recesses formed in the stamp with a hydrophilic, gel component having an affinity for 
the third medium, wherein the step of controlling comprises swelling the gel with the third 
medium to form protrusions in the stamp and wherein the excess third medium is trapped in a 
shallow lens-like pocket between the stamp and the surface of the substrate.
